The Tolerans brochure appears to disclose a pair of longitudinal fold formers, as seen at 
page 21 thereof. As seen at the bottom of page 21 , additional webs can be fed from an upper 
bank of formers to bypass a lower bank of formers. 

The Polygraph brochure appears to show a pair of longitudinal fold formers which can 
feed longitudinally formed and folded webs to transverse folding jaw cylinders. 

The section of the Walenski document appears to show various paths of individual web 
travel and their combination for formation into booklets of different constituent parts. 

Entry of these materials into the file of the subject U.S. patent application and their 
consideration by the Examiner is respectfully requested. 
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
